Montreal, Oct. 20.—The report of 
the Senate of McMaster University |

The theological 
professors complained of the serious | 
drawback many students experienced | 
in being forced to undertake the du-| 
tles of student pastorates through the} 
winter and recommended as a remedy | 
that the remuneration be increased 
for services rendered on the summer | 
fields, | 

It was added that the request of | 
the late Allan MacLean of the Jarvis | 
Street church, Toronto made it pos- 
sible now to add $100 to the remun- 
eration of graduates in arts un mis- 
sion fields, 

Favorable reports were received | 
from Woodstock college for men, and 
Moulton college for women, Chan- 
cellor McCrimmon, prophesied that | 
the coming union of other protestant} 
bodies would but intensify the Bap- 
tist position and focus attention on it. | 

Other speakers, however, contend- | 
ed for union within the body and 
oblivion for all past differences if 
Baptists were to hold their own, Bap- 
tists too often sent their children to 
the educational institutions of other) 
orders which resulted in a_ serious 
break from the church, They were | 
urged to be loyal to McMaster and 
Woodstock and Moulton, 

Mrs, McMaster, wife of'S8. A. Mc- 
Master, who founded MoMaster uni- 
versity and herself founded Moulton 
college, and who is 92 years of age, 
was present during the part of the 
educational debate. As she left on the 
arrival of her nephew, the assembly 
rose and applauded her warmly, 

Pastor Sullivan subsequently re- 
ported that Mrs. McMaster had said 
to him of Chancellor McCrimmon: “I 
can trust that man at the head of Mc- | 
Master university,”

Success of Chinese Revolu- 


tion Hinged Largely on 
First . Encounter. 


REBELS, HOWEVER, 
ARE DESERTING 


Large Grant Is Made. To- 
wards Those Suffering 
From Drought.

Peking, Oct, 20—It is apparent here 
tonight that the Imperial Government 
knew the result of the battle at Han- 
xow between its torces and the rebels 
more than twenty-four hours before 
it came public, but the first positive 
account of the defeat of the Imperial 
trcops was delivered to foreign legu- 
ticns tonight by the acsoclated press. 
It caused a profound impression. The 
success of the revolution has been 
ccnsidered here to hinge upon the re- 
sult of the first encounter as its moral 
effect would be far reaching. When 
the fugitive Imperialists reach the 
main army ,now mobilizing near 8in 
Yang Chow, the effect of the know- 
ledge of the repulse, it is believed, 
will be to demoralize the troops. The 
foreign legations here believe that 
tocay’s news from Hankow and Un 
Nan will mean that the provinces 
south of th Yank Tse and also some 
ow the north side of the river, sooner 
or later will secede. 

A Serious Situation, 

The government acknowledges there 
is a serious situation in Chang Sha, 
province of Hn Nan, which ,it is be- 
iieved in Peking, means that Chang 
Sha has jeined the revolt. Foreign 
students of China think the northern 
picvinces may rally around the Man- 
chus. Everything, however, seemg to 
depend on an immediate and success. 
ful advance by the Minister of ‘War, 
Ying Tchang, who now commands 
20,000 men within one hundred milvs 
of Hankow ,but ofly the foreign min- 
istry pretends to enjoy confidence :n 
hi: promised attack. Already Ying 
Tchang is issuing a proclamation 
oftering pardons to all who desert the 
rebe! standard, and it is believed he 
wil: rely on the proclamations, fear- 
ing of being unable to move his army, 

Rebel Desertions Reported, 

Ai midnight tonight, a report from 
Ying Tchang was published in the of- 
fictal gazette. It says the 22nd Resi- 
ment arrived at Hankow Sunday and 
that the rebels attacked twice, but 
were repulsed. His report is that the 
rebels are preparing for a defense of 
We Chang. Many desertions from the 
rebel ranks are reported. 

Ying Tchang says he has made 8:n 
Yang Chow his temporary headquar- 
ters and will proceed southward after 
the arrival of the fourth division of 
troops. An edict was also published 
sanctioning Ying Tschang's proposals 
an’ says it hopes he will lose no time 
in suppressing the rebels, 

Another edict expresses compassion 
for those in the provinces which are 
suffering from drought and rebellion 
and orders 200,000 taels from the late 
Empress hoard to be ‘paid to Yuan 
Shi Kal, who will arrange for its di:- 
tribution among the distressed.

~ SEVEREBLOWTO IITALIANS TAKE 


Benghazi Is Captured’ After 
Sharp Resistance From 
Turkish Garrison. 


TURKS PURSUED 
BY THE ITALIANS 


—— 


Evidence Being Gathered 
With Reference to Slave 
Trade. 


Benghazi, ‘Tripoli, Oct. 20—The Ital- 
jar, Leet under Rear Admiral Aubrey 
bombarded the city yesterday and 
jarded 4,000 men who, after a brisk 
battle, occupied a portion ef the town. 
The greater part of the troops camp- 
e) on the beach last night. The Turks 
réfused to surrender and made a 
stubborn resistance, 

The expeditionary force instructed 
to occupy Benghazi arrived in the 
rcedstead Wednesday conveyed by the 
Itulian battleships Vittors, Emanuele 
Ilf.. Roma, Napoli and Regina Hiena, 
the cruisers Amalfi and Bturia, five 
smaller warships and two terpedo 
beat divisions, Rear Admiral Aubrey 
netified the Turkish commander that 
unless he capitulated before six o'clock 
the following morning (Thursday) the 
town would be bombarded, No reply 
being received, the bombardment be- 
gan at six and continued until nine 
o'clock, when a detachment cf sailors 
and troops was debarked. 

The first Itallans to come ashore 
were received with a sharp rifle fire 
from the Turks. The Italians estab- 
liched their position near the water's 
edge, were rapidly reinforced from 
the fleet and tater took the barracks 
in the village of Sidi Noussein by as- 
sault. The Italians also took and held 
part of Benghazi, 

Benghazi, a town of about 16,000 
pecple situated on the Gulf of Sidra, 
420 miles east by south of Tripoli, Of 
the tmhabitants, about 1200 are EKuro- 
peans. It is the starting point of the 
carevans for Wadali and Egypt. It js 
on a fertile plain and has some com- 
merce. It is fortified but the town Is 
peorly built. 

Pursuing Turkish Garrison. 

Tripoll, Oct. 20—An Italian force 
is advancing into the interior today 
to deal with the Turkish garrison of 
Tripoli, which retreated when the 
Italians landed and has since seriously 
harassed the latter by a series of al- 
mest nightly raids on the outposts, 
causing great loss. 

Werd having been recetved that the 
Turks accuse the Italians of manu- 
facturing stories of the past misgov- 
ernment of Tripoli, the latter are ga- 
thering evidence concerning the slave 
trefic and the cruelties with which it 
is charged the Turks have practiced in 
the hope of justifying the seizure of 
ths province .

The lumber manufacturers of Brit- 
ish Columbia met in convention at Cal- 
gary a few days ago, Both the Coast 
Mountain associations were 
policy

cific Province. What the lumbermen 
decided to do may be summarized as 
fol.uws:— 

“1. To immediately closé down a 
large number of mills, some of 
which will remain closed until 
1918; lumber camps to be aban- 
doned and ho:ses sold. 

“2, To put a etop to all competi- 
tion and price cutting In the sale 
of lumber, To that end it was 
decided to sell the product of all 
mills through one office. As a 
result some 200 lumber travellers 
will be out of employment, and 
lumber dealers will be forced to 
buy direct from the one office and 
at the ove price, 

“3. To meet all cuts in prices 
made by American mills until these 
competitors are driven out of 
business in Canada; apply to the 
Government to put a duty on 
American lumber that will give 
the Canadian mills protection. in 
the rough lines of lumber in which 
they now have to meet the keenest 
competition owtng to it being on 
the iree list. 

“4, Not to make any advance in 
prices at once, but to sell off sur 
plus stocks ‘irst, fight for a duty on 
rough lumber, and then have an 

» other meeting of the members and 
adopt a new price list. In the 
meantime, however, there is to be 
ho more competition or price 
cutting, the list price set by the 
mills to be strictly adhered to,
